The 
dredging of the harbour.has’to go on; the 
engine and boiler shops have to be fitted (or 
rapid work; vast supplies of ammunition have 
to be provided ; and a prodigious volume of 
stores is required. Time is necessary to com: 
plete these preparations, and it is doubtful if 
Port Aribur will be even in a reasonable state 
of readiness when the new dock is opened in 
the spring, . Viadivostak is un older port, and 
there are greater facilities there, and a fine new 
dry dock, capable of receiving the largest ships 
has just heen completed, 

Nor has the Far Eastern Flect yet reached 
its intended strength. It was stated, when the 
Russian shipbuilding programme, now appro- 
aching completion, was announced, that the 
ships were intended for that service, but the 
trath of that was denied.

THE HARYOUR AT PORT ARTIUR. 


DEFENCES REPORTED DEFECTIVE. 
According to inte tigence from Nagasaki, 
published by the ‘Tokio Asakt, the Harbour 
Authorities of Port Arthurare much embarrass: 
ed owing to the delay in the shipment from 
Nagasaks of materials reyoired for the construc. 
tion of the No.2 dock. In 1992, a Nagasaki 
resident named Mr. Hidejiro Matsuo, who had 
fived at Port Arthur and Ta-lien-wan fora long 
time, secured an order from the Russian au: 
thariies at the former port for the above mate- 
rials to the value of 35,090 roubles, Coming 
back hame, Mr. Matsuo gave an order to the 
Ishikaw Iron Works, Nagasaki, through Mr. 
Yutaro Jnagiki, of K-oto, for the supply 
of these materials, Tn the spring of jast 
year Mr. Matsuo cro sed over to Port 
Arthur and received from the Russian au- 
thorties a sum of 2,500 roubles-as~bargam|— 
money. He then fled to Chefoo with the 
money, but was subsequently arrested, It is 
further stated that preparations are now being 
made by Mr, Inagaki forwarding the materials, 
which are said to be nearly ready, and that 
No. 2 dock, when completed, will be able to 
receive a vessel aygregalni: Over 10,000 tons. 
A news agency reporis on good authority 
that, in spite of the enurmous outlay, the boom 
placed at the entrance to Port Arthur was ces- 
troyed by the action of the waves in November 
last year,and has tiot yet been repaired, Further: 
more, say's the agency, the number of torpedoes 
to be sunk at that port in ca ¢ of emergency is 
at pesent only 380 in all, while about 5,000 
ste required adequately to guard the entrance, 
Viceroy Alexiefl, therefore, receatly asked the 
home Government to supply more torpedoes 
at an early dale and, until their arrival, the 
defence of the entrance 10 the port, our in- 
formant conjectures, will remain incomplete. 
RUSSIAN LEVIES REVOLT. 


A native telegram states that some 20:0 
Chinese qnrolled by the Russians revolted 
because they were to be sent to Port Arthur, 
and they thought they would be the first ty see 
active service. ‘They made off with their arms 
and as many horses as they could. A Russian 
force pursued and attempted to deal with the 
refractory body, but being out-numbere ', they 
would have fared badly but for the timely 
intervention of Gen. Hu Yuting in command 
of a Chinese force, wha went to the Russian 
assistance and escorled the Russian officers 
back to Fengtien.
